The 
agenda was limited to specific 
problems confected with the 
UNTSO authority in areas under 
U.N. responsibility, particularly in 
the Mt. Scopus demilitarized area. 
Discussions will be resumed to- 
morrow morning.” Jordan author- 
ities gave Hammarskjold a list of 
21 alleged Israeli truce violations. 

The Jordan government stead- 
fastly refuses to permit an Israel 
convoy carrying 490 gallons of 
gasoline to pass through Jordan 
territory.

Monday EST), increasing in fury 
until 10 a.m. when they would 
average 50 to 75 milés an hour 
with gusts up to 100 mph. 

However Hauai’s greatest dan- | 
ger appeared to be the heavy 
rains accompanying Nina, which | 
were already forcing its valley | 
rivers to run near flood leével | 
while storm-fed tides were run-| 
ning high along the south coast 
of the island. | 

On Oahu, where the great bulk | 
of Hawaii’s half million people | 
live, the danger was over, ac-| 
cording to the weather’ bureau, 
and the storm was losing its 
punch.

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Traffic Flow Vital 
To City Heartbeat 


The Metropolitan Planning Commis- 
sion’s report on factors pertaining to At- 
lanta’s downtown growth is, for the most 
part, highly encouraging. 

During the past four years the core 
area added 739,000 square feet of busi- 
ness and office space. New buildings have 
replaced outmoded, unsightly structures 
in many instances. 

Creation of more than a million square 
feet of off-street parking facilities came in 
for particular praise in the report. Most of 
it occurred on. perimeter. circulation 
streets instead of in the heart of the sec- 
tor, a fact which contributes enormously 
to maintaining a flow of vehicles in the 
central area. 

Traffic congestion comprises the great- 
est threat to future development of down- 
town Atlanta. Already there are approxi- 
mately 3,300 more employes in the cen- 
tral business district than in 1953, Due to 
increased population, the trend toward 
more employes, shoppers and visitors to 
the core area will increase despite the 
successful operations of shopping centers 
in outlying areas. 

But the main bottleneck will be 
movement of vehicles. The Automobile 
Manufacturers Assn. has reported that in 
Fulton and DeKalb counties there is a 
passenger car for every 3.3 persons and 
each family owns an average of 1.1 auto- 
mobiles. And, unfortunately, it is not un- 
usual during rush hours to see as Many as 
10 automobiles in a row at Five Points 
with each containing only its driver. 

The principal soiutions to the prob- 
lem include a greatly increased use of 
public tramsit, adding new areas to the 
ban on street parking and seeing that en- 
forcement is rigid and on a 24-hour basis. 
Furthermore, the new rule against left 
turns at certain intersections must be ex- 
tended to other busy crossings wherever 
feasible. 

As disagreeable as the changes may be 
to a few motorists, Atlanta must adopt 
them to prevent the flow of vehicles from 
lapsing back to the snail’s pace of buggy 
travel in the days of Marthasville.

In Research Programs 


The announcement that Georgia Tech 
ranks as the South’s largest and the na- 
tion’s 10th largest research organization 
among the 114 universities and colleges 
who are members of the Engineering and 
Research Council is a splendid recogni- 
tion of the work going on at this insti- 
tution. 

The school carried ‘out 40 per cent of 
all engineering research done by the 16 
member institutions in the Southeast. To- 
tal invested in such projects added up 
to $2,250,000, fifth largest of state-sup- 
ported schools. 

The high ranking was made possible 
by more than $1,950,000 in research de- 
velopment projects sponsored by industry 
and government through 
Tech Engineering Experiment Station. 
This would not have been possible, how- 
ever, except for the school’s ability. to 
carry out these programs through capa- 
ble personnel and necessary equipment.

After 
the approved atomic reactor is built, con- 
tributions in this field will have no peer 
in the South. 

We are pleased that Tech is main- 
taining its fine reputation and standards 
in research. Its’ potential in that field 
should be supported to the hilt by gov- 
ernment and industry. As we have seen 
demonstrated recently, the future belongs 
to science and to the nation which pro- 
ceeds most rapidly with its basic re- 
search programs.

For Congress:Session 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower is 
resting at his-farm near Gettysburg. And 
he is thinking. He is a soldier, used to 
doing his duty’ and not unaccustomed to 
danger. It is extremely unlikely he will, 
as he rests; give much consideration to 
his personal wishes, feelings or future. To 
those who advise him ‘that te continue in 
office might_be to shorten his life, he 
might privately reply that this is unim- 
portant. 

He will consider all the factors as he 
recuperates. There is certainly a possi- 
bility he will, later on, retire. 

But. there is now no reason for the 
President to resign. 

There are many valid reasons why he 
should not. 

There has been set up a sort of execu- 
tive committee. It includes the vice pres- 
ident, Sherman Adams, assistant to the 
President, and other undesignated staff 
members. This committee will call in, as 
it needs it, the services of any Cabinet 
member whose assistance may be ‘re- 
quired. 

Its decisions or conclusions will then 
be handed to the President, The. some- 
what understandable, if irritating, “every- 
thing is just fine” attitude of the medical 
should not be allowed to over- 
shadow the fact that any person who has 
had even a mild stroke is not again going 
to be able to carry as much load as before. 
But the President, during the weeks 
ahead, barring any unexpected worsen- 
ing of his condition, will be fully able to 
handle such work as the committee will 
bring him. 

It is important, we think, that the 
President, if he should determine his con- 
dition indicates resignation, not do so 
until after the next session of the Con- 
gress has accomplished most'of its impor- 
tant business.

It says that if the President is 
removed, resigns .or is physically unable 
to continue, the duties shall devolve upon 
the vice president. Note the word shall. 

So we-trust Mr. Eisenhower will con- 
tinue to improve. 

And that whatever his ultimate de- 
cision, he give no thought to resignation 
until the next Congress has done its job.

He said that all classes of automobile 
insurance business were unprofitable fer 
the industry as a whole in 1956. 

“In spite of substantial rate increases 
since the first of the year on most classes 
and in practically all states,” he contin- 
ued, “the results in 1957 continue very 
unsatisfactory and in many territories 
worse than last year. 

“The continued high loss ratio is due 
principally to high frequency, continued 
inflation and unreasonable and excessive 
demands by claimants resulting in high 
court verdicts. Unless and until there is 
a decided improvement, rates will con- 


_ tinue to go up even though they are at an 


all-time high at the present time.” 

As a result, he has instructed agents 
to avoid undesirable risks, both new and 
renewal. 

Furthermore, he advised agents to 
render every assistance toward improved 
traffic regulations and enforcement in 
their respective communities. 

His letter affords a clear insight into 
some'of the ways ‘the public must pick 
up the tab for the damage caused by ir- 
responsible law violators on the highways. 
It ‘amounts to millions of dollars annually

Atlanta—Now there is such a 
hue and cry about the need for 
young scientists, etc., you might 
be interested in how the Atlanta 
Board of Education feels about 
this subject. 

I have a child who is a senior 
at an Atlanta high school. During 
the freshman and sophomore 
years he was out of school quite 
a bit due to illness. In spite of 
this his report card for the 
sophomore year showed a B in 
French, science, English and so- 
cial studies and a C in algebra. 
Both his science and French 


teachers told him the B was a 


B-plus and that with a tiny bit 
more effort he would have re- 
ceived an A. He put down- his 
electives for the junior year and 
included geometry and chemistry. 

During summer vacation we 
got a telephone call from the 
school advising that inasmuch as 
he had a C average he could 
not take five book subjects and 
would have to drop one of his

electives — either chemistry or 
geometry. I questioned the fact 
of a C average since he had one 
C only and tried tp explain to 
the teacher calling that two of 
the B’s were B-plus, but to no 
avail. Four B’s plus one C made 


a C average and that was that—- 


80 chemistry was out, 

In his junior year he had a 
history _ teacher who inisted on 
an average of over 93 for A. From 
87 to 92 was B. He made 91 and 
got B. From this I discovered 


‘that the grade depends, of course, 


largely on what the child makes 
but also on how the teacher de- 
cides to give out A’s, B's, etc..A 
child getting a 90 average from 
one teacher would get an A, 
whereas another. getting a 91 or 
92 from still another teacher 
would get a B. 

This year he gave up the idea 
of chemistry and elected to take 
physics instead. He is making A 
in this subject. 

His aim is and has been for 
several years to teach school. He 
is truly interested in becoming 
a physics teacher; however, if 
he does become a science or 
physics teacher it certainly won't 
be due to any cooperation or en- 
couragement from his school. The 
teachers are there ready to teach, 
the books. are there and the lab- 
oratories, but the encouragement 
is lacking. Ask any high school 
kid about “crip” courses that 
push a student through on the 
easiest possible road, yet give 
him the same diploma as those 
who take the hard road. 

It seems to me if a Board of 
Education is going to stand on 
a straight A, B, C, etc., system 
of report cards some definite 
guide should be set—not let each 
teacher grade according to his 
own whim, And if a child wants

In that event 
the nations of the world might 
really ‘come to love us ... and 
we certainly need their love. Dul- 
les should have thought of this a 
long, long time ago.

People who grow up on the gulf coast are accustomed to 
buried treasure hunters. In almost every little circle of friends 
there is somebody who is willing to prowl the beaches all hours 
of the night with all sorts of treasure detectors from the latest 
scientific device to a peachtree switch. 


It's been years since anybody asked me to go on a buried 
treasure hunt and I would have sworn that I'd turn down such 
an invitation flat. Too many nights when I was a child were 
spent trailing friends of my family who had been guided by a 
dream or a voice from the grave to a cache of Spanish doubloons. 
We never saw a doubloon. Instead we collected sandspurs, mos- 
quitoes and blistered hands. 


I decided then that buried treasure was not for me and, 
furthermore, it wasn’t so darned romantic that I'd miss sieep 
hearing about it. But a book by & former Atlantan has certainly 
changed by mind. 

Maybe you've seen it: ‘Treasure Under the Sea’’ ‘Doubleday 
& Co., $4.50). The. jacket gives the author's name as N. B. Stir- 
ling, but not many Atlantans are fooled. That's nobody but Nora, 
daughter of a well-loved Atlanta doctor, and sister of the famous 
tennis player, Alexa Stirling. 


After I had stayed up a couple of nights reading with grow- 
ing excitement of the millions and millions of dollars that are 
under the sea—all the way from Sir Francis Drake's 40 tons of 
silver to the Philippine Government's gold in Manila Bay—I sent 
off to New York for more information about the author. (Callie 
Huger of WSB was going to visit her, so this wasn’t so difficult.) 


Now I have heard from Miss Stirling. She is the author, many 
people will-recall, of the sensitive and moving mental health plays 
which have been presented all over the country—one, ‘“The Room 
Upstairs,”’ by several local groups. Another, “Broken Circle,”’ is 
to be put on by the Family Service Society in February.

The use of alcohol is not the only cause of alcohol- 


ism. There are many more facets to the problem, and | 


until these are uncovered, we never will know why a 
small percentage drink too much and too long. 


Personality, religion, social 
structure and family background 
play a role in the development of 
such traits as alcoholism, drug 
addiction, overeating, gambling 
and compulsive work habits. 

Those who grow up in and 
accept a religion that does not 
sanction drinking seldom be- 
come alcoholics. That has led 
to the recommendation of re- 
ligion as a solution to the prob- 
lem.
